The Archdiocese of 
Milwaukee is committed to assuring the safety of the people of God from the kinds 
of offenses committed by Father Eflfinger to the extent with which it is humanly 
possible. Archbishop WcakJand and Auxifiary Bishop Richard Sklba have taken 
the issue of pedophilia and sexual abuse at the hånds of churcb personneJ 
extremely seriously. The archdiocese has instituted policies and procedures to 
screen all church personnel who work with youth and has openiy encouraged any 
victims unknown to us to corne forward, not only to receive the appropriate care 
which they deserve, but also to allow effective action to be taken to assure that this 
kind of tragedy does not happen again.

On September 18, 2000 I received a telephone call from Puneral 
Director Charles Rettke (92^45^^883) of Sheboygan who reported 
that Fr. Effinger 's sis ter 3 m had approached him with a 

request tlxat a tree be quietly planted on tbe parish grounds of Holy 
Name with the cremains interred al its roots as a memorial to her 
brother. Consultation with Barbara Ann Cusack confirmed my 
conviction that this was not a good tdea becauae of the ongoing 
surfacing of disturbed families , the inevitable publicity of auch an 
event and the necessiLy to contact Holy Name Parish leadership as an 
independent entity in Sheboygan. Af ter a brief simUar discussion 
with the Archbishop I cailed Mr. Rettke to recommend that an 
alternative arrangement be made, especially since the law of the 
Church suggests that cremains are to be treated in the same way as 
all mortal remains and since the Effinger family was historically 
associated with St> Robert Parish in Shorewood and therefore mjght 
have Rome aveilable relationship to an Archdiocesan cemetery in the 
Milwaukee Metropolitan area > Later that same day the Archbishop 
concurred with the irnpossibihty of such an arrangement.

On October 25, 2000 I received a phone call from Funeral Director, 
Chuck Rettke of Sheboygan (920-457-3883) indicatbig resistanee from 
Archdiocesan Cemetery officials regarding the burial of the cremaina 
in the Effinger family plot with parents. I proceeded to speak with 
Greg Apostoloff who reported that a vault is required in ordor to 
givo proper respect to cremains as well as to full body burial, and 
that the family monument allows no space for such interment in the 
plot. He also mdicated that some modest payment is allowed for 
pauper burial through Milwaukee County and if another plot were 
chosen and as a final comment offered to absorb the coat of such 
interment by the Cemetery if other resources were unavailable. The 
followijig morning 1 spoke with Chuck Rettke who protnised to contact 
Fr. Thomas Venne in order to see if there were any remaining 
resources in Fr . Effinger 's estate and to follow through with 
arrangements with Greg Apostoloff (which I assured could be paid 
for by the Archdiocese if needed, especially given the faet that the 
Funeral Home had absorbed the entire cost of the Effinger funeral 
without contribution from the family or the Archdiocese.

The parish 
has progressed conslderably under his adcilnlstrative leadetship and this 
is rccognized by his pari^hionsrs and the people of Sheboygan. Awong his 
peers, Bill is Kno^p. as a good fellow and a loyal friend. Ea is also 
knovn in the comraunity and atnong his friendfi as a heavy drinker who beconies 
more exuberant and loud when he drinks ; sometimes embarrassinftly so. 



In late 1978 or early 1979 Bill had to leave his asslgnment as assoclate 
pastor at Se. Francis De Sales Parish in Lake Geneva. In a sense, he had 
to "net out of cown fase'" because of alleged iraproprletiea with che young 
son of a certain ^^^^^^^^P I seem to recollect that Bill admitted to 
having been drinking at the time.

As Promoter of Justice in the matter at band, and acting under the tnandafce 
issued by the Most Reverend Rembern G. Weakland> Archbishop of Milwauk.ee, in a 
decree dated December 21 > 1995, I hereby introduce this cause co the Reverend 
Thomas T* Brundage, J.C.L, , Judicial Vicar of the Archdiocese of Milwaukee, and 
ask that the collegiate tribunal over which he is to preside establish with 
moral cercitude by means of a canonical trial that the Reverend Villiam J. 
Effinger, a priest incardinated in the Archdiocese of Milwaukee who stands 
accused of offenses mentioned in Canon 1395 §2> did in faet comioit the delicts 
of which he is accused, namely i that he did on several occasions, from the 
Autumn of 1986 to the Spring of I9B8, sexually assault and molest a male minor 
less than sixteen yeara of age. Fur thertøore > I ask that the duly constituted 
tribunal impose as the only appropriate penalty for the delicts committed, the 
dismissal of Father Effinger from the clerical state. 

The facts and evidence which vill be adduced to prove the allegations and 
co conf irm che f ittingness of the penalty being sought include : the deposition 
of the victim of the assaults; testlmonies ot sexual abuse specialists; 
transcr iptions of criminal proceedinge in civil court involving thie same 
priest as perpetrator of sexual assaults upon this same child as viccim; 
statements of the perpetrator, himself; and testimony attesting to the habitual 
nature of the parpetrator 1 s deviant behavior. 

It should be noted that the accused priest is currently dotniciled within 
the Archdiocese of Milwaukee* specifically in the State Prison at Waupun, 
Wisconsin, where he is incarcerated for a term imposed by the courts of the 
State of Wisconsin subsequent to his conviction on the af orementioned charges-

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Decree Concerning A Pcnal Case Against the Reverend William Effinger 



I, the undersigned Ordinary of the Archdiocese of Milwaukee, have received convincing 
information regarding the criminal infraction of canon 1395.2, narnely the sexual abuse of a minor, 
by the Reverend William Effinger, a priest incardinated in the Archdiocese of Milwaukee. I have 
cautiously inquired personally 7 as well as through trusted advisors, about the possibility that 
Father Effinger committed these delicts and whether his imputabilrty was intact. In conducling 
this preliminary investigation, I have proceeded cautiously in order to avoid the needless 
destniction of anyone's reputation (c. 1717.2). 

In accord with canon 1718, 1 decree that a process of inflicting a penalty be set in motion against 
Father Effinger for the above-mentioned crime. 

I have ascertained, in accord with canons 1341 and 1717.1,2, that scandal cannot be restored in 
this matter and tbat the accused cannot be reformed by fraternal correction, rebuke, or any other 
pastoral measures. I have also decided that it is not e>cpedient in this case to solve the question of 
damages with the consent of the parties (c. 1 71 8.4). I further decree that a judicial process be set 
in motion. 

Before taking the above-mentioned action, I have consulted with Father Dennis Klemme, J.C.D,, 
Adjutant Judicial Vicar, and Father James Connell J.CD,, Vice Chancelior, both of whom are 
judges and experts in canon law. 

In accord with canon 1425.1,2, 1 appoint a coJlegiate tribunal of three judges to hear this case, 
naraely Fathers Thomas Brundage (Ponens), Joseph Perry, and Joseph Janicki 

At this time, I direct that the acts of the case be given to the Reverend Philip Reifenberg, 
Promoter of Justice, wbo is to present a Ubellus of accusation to the judges (cc. 1502, 1504, 
1721). I would ask that this libellus be presented to the reverend judges no later than February 1, 
1996.

Prior to his departure for eabbatical, Arohbishop Weakland requested 
that I contact you to update you on mattere relating to your oanonical 
statue- I do bo with a senee of genuin© concern for you/ and a hope 
that things go as well ae poseible in this new year. As the Archbishop 
noted in his previous correspondence with you, eonte decisions will have 
to be made regardlng your ability to continue in the clerical state. In 
your responae to the Archbishop" s invitation to you to pursue voluntary 
departure, you indicated that you did not wieh to eeek laioization. I 
can only imagine how difficult all of this must be for you* 

Ag a result of your decision, r am told that the Archbiehop has had to 
take sorae steps to prepare for a possible penal action in your case* 
The firet stage of this proceBs inc ludes a thorough invest igat ion of 
the facts to determine the poeeibility of groundo and culpability. The 
Archbishop has decided that such an lnvestigation be undertaken. We 
find it appropriate that you should know that thle proces s is being 
initiated. While the beginnlng of such a prooese does not presume ita 
outcome, you do need to know that the possibility exists that there 
could be a disraissal from the clerical state. 



We are all concerned that your rights be fully protected at every 
stage, Therefore, we would aariouely recommend that you seek the 
services of a canonical advisor at this time. A list of priests who 
have experience in serving in this capacity and in these types of cases 
is enclosed* If there are fees connected with their services and you 
cannot provide for their paywent, the Archdlocese will aseuiue 
responeibility for thejn within a reasonabla amount- Pleaee advise us, 
within two weeks, of the name of the canonical advisor you have chosen 
so that we raay be prepared for any contacts he aiay wish to roake with 
the Archdiocese* It would be wise, however, for you to make the first 
oontact with him so that he kJiows that you wish him to represent your 
interesfcs- 



We will continue to keep you advised as this procees continues. It is a 
painful one not only for you but al so for the Archdiocese* Deépite the 
apparent oontentious nature of this process, please know that we 
continue to have fraternal concern about you and will continue to keep 
you in our thoughts and prayers- Peace for the new year<

On February 27, 2004 the fmdings of the "John Jay Study" wil) bc released. This study 
was commissioned by the CJ.S. Conferencc of CathoJic Bishops at their .Dallas meeting in 
June, 2002. John Jay College of Criminal Justice conducted a survey, and tins report will 
include curnuLative numbers from dioceses across the' United States who reported on their 
individual numbers since 1950., 

Naturally you will be interested in this news story because of its persona! dimensions for 
you, but many victim/sun/ivors have also te! me know how extensive media coverage of 
clergy sexual abuse causes intense persona! disruption and setbacks. In addition to a 
"heads up" about the turmoil you may face, let me niake a fcw suggestions about how 
you might manage tbis time period. 

• Be in charge of your jnedia doses, rather than let it cootrol you. Choose wheo 
and where and how much exposure you want Tum off the TV or radio and 
put away the newspaper, as needed. Let people know if you don't want to talk 
about it now. 

• Turn to people who offer you genuine caring and support. Distinguish these 
from the people who have another ititerest or purpose in talking to you about 
your personal relationship to the topic. Remember that you have choices about 
whether you publicly identify yourself as a victim. Talk with people with 
whom you fcel tl safe " 

• Consider making an appointment with your therapist if you don't already have 
one. If you have not taken advantage of our offer to assist financially with 
psychotherapy, but would like to do so, please contact me. There are also 
support groups that focus on the healing needs of sexual abuse survivors, for 
which I can provide mfprmation. You are welcome to turn to me as a support 
person as well, 

Previously we informed you that a new mediation program, independent of the 
Archdiocese^ was forthcoming. The Clergy Sexual Abuse Mediation System is designed 
to resolve disputes for those who have been sexual ly abused by Catholic clergy, with the 
goal of healing, restoration and closure, If you are not aJready registered to participate in 
mediation, you may do so by caUing 4 14-302-92 1 5 or 1-866-302-9215. The last date for 
requesting mediation if you choose to seek resolution.

I write to you because you have experienced, firsthand, the paln caused by sexual 
abuse within the Church / and you courageously reported the abuse to the Archdiocese of 
Milwaukee- No words can apologize sufficiently for your experience, but I will continue to try by 
saying again how sorry I am. Knowing that no remedies can adequately address the harm 
done, 1 still want to rnake you aware of a variety of sen/ices availabfe to you and intended to 
asslst In your healing. 

Dispute resolution services to address your unique needs for recovery will become 
available in rnid-January. Eva Soeka, a nationally known expert in dispute resolution systems, is 
creating a process independent of the Church that will make use of the best mediators in the 
area. I continue to believe that this inltiative represents the best way for us to meet together 
about your situation and provide assistance* More details and information about how to enter 
Into this process will be avatlable in mld-January. At this time, I ask you to start considering if 
this might be the right next step for you. 

Catholic Charities Is also offering a new support group in Milwaukee for adult survivors 
of childhood sexual abuse. This group will offer a faith-based perspectlve, and is rheant to 
supplement other support groups avaliable in the area. A flyer Is enclosed. 

Financial assistance with psychotherapy also remains avaitable. To access this, or for 
other questions about our services, piease contact Dr. Barbara Reinke in our office for Sexual 
Abuse Prevention and Response Setvices (414-769-3436 or reinkeb@archmiLorql Also 
enclosed is a brochure about our policies and procedures when a report is made.

o In the aftermath of the Father Effinger tragedy, the diocese 
has put in place very strict procedures to identify pedophiles 
and remove them from the coiranunity. Time af ter time, to protect 
families and children from the tragedy of sexual abuse by church 
personnel, the Archbishop has publicly urged catholics to report 
pedophile activity to civil authorities and to the ftrchdiocese 
so that irronediate action can be taken> It is absolutely false to 
saggest that the diocese is moving pedophiles from place to 
place > 

The Axchdiocese of Milwaukee 's believes that "Each and every instance 
of sexual viola t ion of those who are the most vulnerable among us is a 
matter of gravest concern.' 1 Any instance of sexual abuse by church 
personnel calls for an organ ized archdiocesan responsa so that healing 
may occur and the safety of the community is assured.

2/26/98 Sexual Abuse Intake Report documenting report of 13 year old male abused by 

Effinger at Holy Name Parish in approximately 1988. The abuse occurred in the 
context of an overnight party in the school hall. Effinger reportedly gave the 
individual alcohol prior to the incident. 

1/15/04 Sexual Abuse Intake Report documenting report of abuse by Effinger when male 

was around 12 years old in the late 1960s at St. Mary' s in Kenosha. The 
individual reported sleeping overnight in the gym and Effinger providing beer for 
him and other boys. The individual woke up and was tied up and does not know 
what may have happened. 
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
